UNEMPLOYABLES 


The National Government excludes from its program of relief aid to unemployables 
after February lst. An unemployable is one physically or mentally incapacitated to make 
or earn a living if jobs and work were plentiful. Such are cripples, the blind and aged. 
It behooves the State and Counties to care for their destitute unemployables, More than 
that, it is the State! s on Certainly those oucht to be aided, who cannot help themselves. 
Some seorifice met be mnde for this purpose. The State should either urlertake this task 
as a whole, or should provide the means by which it shall be done by the several Counties. 
The money to. do this must firet be provided, after which, the administrotive organization 
must follow. The cost of the administration must be carefully controlled to the end that 
the money will not be given largely to administrative officials, The duration! of this 
legislation should be Limited to two years, l | 

I earnestly insist that the Legislature alae this immediate attention. The misery 
now existing among the unemployables is frightful and is a disgrace to the State, They 
met be provided for to the extent of relieving actual misery. The State cannot excuse - 
itself with doing less, | 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Why does the State or Government intikt and supvort an educational system? Is 
such an institution a proner function of Government? Why ie it not the duty of the parents 
or guardians to look after the education of the children, bearing expenses of same? The 
foregoing are questions which have been asked by political economists, and answered. Self. 
E TET the first law of existence, and must be a primary consideretion by those in 
control, Its security in the future must be planned in the, present. The State cannot be ` 
preserved properly without preparing and providing people competent to carry on, Therefore, 
it is necessary that the State provide a prover educational system to theend that the State 
have a people competent to govern. It is, therefore, a proper fimetion of Government, 

A public school system redounds primarily to the benefit of poor children and poor 
people, The well-to-do will provide, without the aid of the State, for the education of their 
children, because they can. Independent of the State, the poorer classes cannot do so. The 
State is as much interested in the education of ponr children as it igs in those well-to-do, 
and more so for the reason that the well-to-do would educete their children regardless of 
action by the State. Therefore, any system of education which fails to reach the poorer 
children is a failure, and does not accomplish or secure the ends intended in a State system 
‘of education, It is essential that all children be prepared for the ordinary duties of 
citizenship, Any proper eystem will prepare all capable children for those duties, 

Our public school system may be divided into two parts - grade and high schools, For 
convenience, the first eight grades will hereafter be called the grammar school, The subjects 
taught in the grammar achool, if thorough, educationally, prepares the etudent for good citizen 
ship, Thies is the chief purpose of the State. The grammar school provides the fundamentals 
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“ities, schools and confederate pensions of needed funds, 


and essentials of an education and directly reaches all of our children and therefore redounds 

to the benefit of atl, the people, High schools teach about ten percent of the student boy, 

and therefore expenditures by the State for high schools do not directly redound to the benefit 
of all the people, However, it is very desirable and beneficial to the State that all capable 

children have the advantages: of a thorough high school education. 

‘Under present financial conditions, the State should confine its expenditures to grammar 
schools and shouls pay the teachers. It should not. be within the power of any school district _ 
to deny ite children the venefite of a grammar school education by refusal’ to vote a tax, School 
districts should be authorized to vote local taxes for high schools where economically justifiet, 
for extenied terms of grammar schools, where deemed necessary, and for building purposes and 
school supplies, the amount of tax for each purpose to be determined at the election under regu- 


lations provided by law. 
| EVASION OF TAXES ON PERSONAL PROPERTY 


The &llure to pay proper and just taxes on personal property has become notorious and is a 
menace to the proper conduct of the affairs of this State. There is every reason why a man should 
pav taxes on his personal property the same as on his real estate. hand cannot and does not 
escape taxation. It is a known fact that personal proverty value is about equal to that of real 
estate, I doubt if the State is collecting 25% of what should be padd on petsonal property. 

The law now existing for the collection of taxes on personal property seems to be ample, The 
trouble ig that is is not being enforced, After the collector has made his settlement with the 


- County Court, the delinquent list of personal property should be published in some paper having 


a circulation which will give notice to all reading people who had failed to pay, This will 
discãose who is dodging taxes, and the extent of same. Public sentiment will then do much to 


correct the wrongs. 
TAX SALES OF LAND 


The sale of- lands for the non-payment of taxes is a mere gesture under present laws, 
During my law practice and ten years on the bench, not one valid tax sale was brought to my 
attention. The public generally has found this out. Tax sales are a waste of public funds, 
The taxpayer may permit his lands to be sold for taxes, the time for redemption to expire, 
in the meantime continuing to use and occupy the land without fear of losing his property. If 
someone should attempt to donate or purchase the land from the State, or recover possession under 
a void tax sale, his efforte would be to no purpose, The taxpayer may, when -the occasion arises, 
have the tax forfeiture set aside by vaying the amount required to redeem, In many cases, it is 
profitable for the taxpayer to permit his lends to be sold for taxes and refuse to redeem the 
same thereafter until legal necessity may demand, By this method, he may escape the payment of 
several years taxes on his property. It is said that this has been done in many inetances by 
people who were able to pay their taxes. “The result has been to deprive the counties, municipal- 
This Legislature should so amend the 
law that a tax sale shall not be voidsble except for specified substantial reasons. ‘After this 


has been done, people cannot well afford to permit their lands to be sold for taxes,

STATE POLICE . ` 


The „State should create an efficient police system for this State, The E should. 
have general palice authority to enforce the Jawa, Tote authority should be statewide, Their 
primary duties should ee to enforce State laws which pertain to the State as a whole as dig- 
tinguished from County ‘enforcement. They should assist in the enforcement of the laws in any 
County when called upon by the proper authority. For instance, they should respond upon a 
moment's notice to quiet any riot or suppress any mob and prevent lynching Toen AR LIGA upon by / 
proper authority in the County where the trouble exists. . 

A member of thé State police force should be chosen after aa and PER T exam~ 
ination as to qualifications. They should be appointed by the Governor from a list of persons 
that has been examined and found to be qualified, A member should not be subject to discharge 
- except for cause. Any charge should be in writing and when made should be thoroughly invest- 
igated by some competent body, All testimony should be reduced to writing and preserved as a 
permanent record, The action of any authority in discharging a member of the police force w 
should be subject to review by the courts. The menbers should be prohibited from engaging in 
any kind of political activity beyond the exercise of the right to vote, A violation of such 
a regulation should be cause for discharge, . 

The following qualities among others should be possessed to a marked degree by each member 
of. this police force, tonwitt a gentleman, incorruptible, highly intelligent, good judge of 
human nature; self-possessed, good listener, not too talkative and independent by environment 
and nature. He should have a naturel adaptation to this character of work, He should have a 
neal thy body. : | 

In consideration of this subject, I advise you that if you cannot divorce the organization 
from pernicious political influence, do not create it. It should not be within the power of the 
Governor or any other authority to destroy or convert it from the high public purposes for which 


it is created, 
OUR CRIMINAL LAWS AND -PROCEDURE 


The enforcement of the criminal laws has almost bankrupted some Counties, and at a time 
when ther financial condition was lesst able to sustain the burden, The laws must be enforced 
but a lees expensive way should be found to do so. I shall not attempt to detail the corrections 
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that should be made in our present criminal procedure. The Arkansas State Bar Association passed 
a resolution for the Governor to appoint a committee to make a study of this subject, and to pre. 
pare bills to be stibmitted to the Legislature for consideration. In pursuance of the resolution, 


a capable committee’ was appointed, Its members have given freely of their time and talent with. 


out financial remuneration. Bills heve been prepared which, if enacted into law, will secure n 
better law enforcement and. reduction in Court expenses, 


CRIMINALS AND INCOMPETENTS 
mainiona EEAO EANES š e 7 
‘The number of convicts confined in the Penitentiary on January 10, 1933, was 1008, The 


number now confined there is 1653. Notwithstanding our liberal parole laws, there has been an 
alarming increase in the number confined in the Penitentiary. The fact is outstanding. that the 


A 
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filling up and overcrowding of our Penal Institutions, not only in this State, but elsewhere, 
has become alarming. Crime seems to be rapidly increasing. The number of criminals guilty 
of repeated offenses becomes a serious problem. It is my opinion that a confirmed criminal 


( I mean by that one who will never quit his ways of lawlessness) should be deprived: of the 


capacity of transmitting his kind td future generations, | 

Pre-disposition to crime is hereditary, the evils of which should be prevented, Criminals 
who have been repeatedly convicted of felonies involving moral turpitude should be emasculated, 
Sterilization might also. be or to apply to incompetents who are such by heredity. The per~ 
centage of increase in incompetents and in criminale, as compared with other periods “in our 
history, is alarming. Steps to correct same should no Jonger be delayed. A spreading evil in 
geometrical progression is easiest stopped at ite ‘source, . 

REFINANCING OF IMPROVEMENT DISTRICTS 


The greater part of the obligations of levee and improvement districts should be refunded, 
and the districts refinanced. In order to obtain the full cooperation of the National Govern. . 
ment, ìt will be necessary for this Legislature to set up some authority which in conjunction 
with logal boards will have power to handle all transactions authorized end required by the 
Federal Government with the power to, negotiate with and make settlement with creditors, to 


—eptain such information and data as may be necessary. Such a set-up is requested by the National 


Government, and it is imperative that this request: be complied with. 
| On behalf of drainage and levees, a proper bill will be introduced, The same character 
of set-up should be made for mmicipal improvement districts. Many of these obligations should 
be refunded on a basis which is fair alike to both debtor and creditor. I am not aware that any 
proper bill has Deentrepared for this purpose, The Legislature should see to it that proper 
legislation of this character is mad é during this session. 

REFINANCING SCHOOL DISTRICTS 


A proper sèt-up should be made for the purpose of refunding ‘and refinancing the bond obli- 
gations of school districts. The rights of the children in the several districts must be zeal. 
ouly guarded, Refunded obligations should be upon such terms and conditions that may be per. 
formed by the district without serious injury to the schools. In my judgment, this legislation 


is imperative. o% ; 
OLD AGE PENSIONS AND COOPERATION WITH THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 


of 


It seems that the National Government will provide for old age pensions, The National 
Government will expect this relief to be cooperative with the several States, In other words, 
the several States will be partners in the enterprise, Legislation, looking forward to that, 
may become necessary during this session. The President has requested such legislation as will 
enable the States to coordinate and cooperate with the United States in all the activities in 
the relief program. One bill has been sent to me for enactment by the Legislature, T see no 
objection &¢ it, and know of no reason why the same should not be enacted, Other measures may 


be necessary to comply with requests made by the President. 
I trust that we will not fail the President in the enactment of such legislation as may 


be necessary to facilitate the relief program.. 
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FRAUDULENT ELECTTONS | 


"Just Governments derive their powers from the consent of the governed," Fraudulent 
elections which thwart the will of the people undermine the very foundation of Government., 
They destroy the very principles of representative Government. Government controlled through 
and by fraudulent elections is corrupt and cannot long endure, Fraudulent elections mean 
oppression of the people and the administration of Government by corrupt agencies, Numerous | 
election contests are still pending ~ too many for the good name of the: State, The expense 
of an election contest, under present laws, even in one County, is all but prohibitive, It 
seems to be conceded that fraud in elections is both possible and practicable without punish- 
ment. If this is true, our election Laws should be overhauled. It should not be possible to 
defeat the will of the Electorate by dishonest elections., 

The requirement of the Constitution thet every voter shall pay a poll tax has been con. 
verted into a means, for corruption of the ballot. The buying of large blocks of poll tax 
receipts places the balance of power over elections in the hands of these purchasers. In some 
cases, the purchase of poll tax receipts is an indirect way of buying votes. The purchaser of 


a vote is no better than the seller. Phere has been published in the Press accounts of direct 


‘purchase of votes. We constantly hear of election results said to have been caused by false 


returns, by miscounting and so on, It ‘is no greater crime to steal one's peoperty than it is 
to steal his vote. i ‘ 

If the (ves ami untrammeled will of the people is to prevail, there must be honest 
elections. The vote should be counted as cast. To secure fair elections many sigsestions have 
been received. Some of these are enumerated as follows:

Open voting means tht interested persons may he present in the voting place, 

“The right to challenge means thet any qualified elector may challenge the right of ‘any 
person to vote at thot polling place upon the grounds that the person connot legally vote there 
because he should vote elsewhere, or is not a qualified elector, The grommds for the challenge 
dhall be stated at the time of the challenge, and immediately reduced to writing if the challenge 


be overruled, The challenged ballot shall be denosited in a box separate from the unchallenged 
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ballots, An election contest at that polling place would be confined to the challenged ballots. 
The counting of the ballots should be completed and the results declared and certified 
as to each candidate before the Judges and Clerks separate, 
During the count of the ballots, the right of inspection of any ballot shall not be denied. 
This is required in- order to prevent any error in miscalling the names of persons voted for, The 


method ‘and manner of the challenge should be regulated by law. 


“a The voter may cast a duplicate-ballot, This requires separate ballot boxes. The person 


or persons to keep *he duplicate ballot box should be appointed by some arthority who did not 
select the Judges and Clerks, The duplicate ballot E T he sealed after the polls are 
closed and kept. as may be required by law, not to he opened and ballots examined except by order 
of the Circuit Court. | | 

A registration law would require all persons intending to vote to register their addresses 
with the name of the precinct.at which they expect to vote. The registration should be completed 
sometime before the election is held, and should at all times be a public document open to the 
inspection of all persons. Anyone not registered may not vote, . l 

Additional restrictions upon the issuance of poll tax receipts are suggested, These will 
not be enumerated. It is proposed that all persons who shall violate the law regulating the 
issuance and delivery of poll tax eecesete shall be distronchtsed for a period of four or six 


years, 
Tf the election efficers in any Township or in the County shall disregard the election 


laws so extensively as to impeach the integrity of the election itself, a Circuit Court should 


have the authority to declare the election in any Township or Ward, as the case may be, null and 


void, and to order another election. The Court should be authorized to appoint the officers of 
that second election, and suvervise it under such orders as may be necessary to secure the in- 
tegrity and fairness of the election, The Circuit Judge of the district should not hold such 
Court. ‘A Circuit Judge selected by the Governor Troma list furnished by the Supreme Court 
should try and determine the election contest, or order a new election, as the case may be. 
The foregoing suggestions are passed to the Législature for consideration. 
: MUD SLINGING IN POLITICS

The Law exacts absolute honesty in all contracts and business trensactions between pri- 
vate persons. Any person who -is a party to a contract, who has been misled by a misrepresent- 
aon of facts by the other contracting party may avoid the contract. There is nothing of 
greater public concern to the people of Arkansas than that no form of fraud or misrepresentation 
should be permitted which misleads the voter and avoids an intelligent exercise of the right 
to vote, A candidate in dealing with his opponent should confine himself to the truth. He | 
should not be permitted to deceive and misleed the voter by misrepresentation of facts, He al 
should be just as-honest in his dealings with his opvenent as he is in a business transaction. 

A man in eleotionsering for his favorite candida ate should likewise confine himsel? to the truth 
or be responsible for any ‘misrepresentation which he may make, If votere and candidates can be 


confined to absolutely aquare dealing and to the truth, the voter will not be misled. 
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A bil] will be introduced which will deal effectively with unfair election methods and 
D i p furnish a remedy to each onnidaks againet- ‘his opponent and others guilty of fraud and this. 
representation, A man who believes in a campaign of mud slinging or falsehood and vili- 
fication will oppose this bill. On the other hand, a man who believes ina square deal and 
in people speaking the truth in politics as well as in business, will give it his hearty 
support, I have no personal interest in this law. I am not concerned about if from a personal

i its 2 2 FIRE INSURANCE — ` 


I am advised that Arkansas has the highest rates of insurance of any State in the Union - 
that the percentage of fire waste in this State exceeds that of any other. The business of 
insurance is affected with a public use, and, therefore, premium rates for insurance may be 

a regulated and controlled by the State. The Constitution of the United States protects the 

= , insurance „business from rates that do not yield a fair return upon the investment when properly 
managed. In my judgment, the State cannot substantially reduce present rates while the losses 
continue which are now being annually sustained by the insurance business. The sensible and 
just way to lower our premium rates is to reduce the fire loss. It is conceded by most men 
who are familiar with the business ‘that thei great fire waste in this State is due to incend 
iarism, In other words, a great percentage of our fires has heen intended ~ is nae: accidental. Aaa 
The key to the situation would be to remove the motive to burn property, A man will not burn, 

l or cause his property to be burned, if he is loser thereby. Bo long as over insurance is 
permitted, which is collectible, our State will stand at the head of the list in fire loge and 
high rates of insurance. 

The rating bureau now fixes the rates of insurance on buildings,in the various Municipal- 
ities. The rating bureau or sone other agency, should be authorized to ascertain and fix the 
~——> i , insurable value of all property in Manicipalities., The insurance should never exceed the actual 
value of the property. Insurance for more than the insurable value should be void as to the. 
excess, Municipalities should .be authorized to set up an organization to fix the insurable 
value of all property within the corporation to be approved by a rating bureau or some State 
` agency. When the insurable value has been fixed by a rating bureau, it should be open to 
adjustment from time to time es conditions and circumstances may demand. Valuations may be 
reopened and adjusted upon the petition of any property owner, The Insurance Commissioner 
should be given the power to lower the rates in any Municipality proportioned to the reduction 
in fire loss. A set up for Sch Municipality should be provided by which it could protect 
itself from unjust fire loss and consequent excessive insurance costs. One ce 
should not suffer for the omissions of others, If incendiarism runs riot in one section, every 
one buying fire insurance in the State suffers. thereby. From realiable information obtained, 


=D _ the Insurance Commissioner should be able to makk the incendiary for, the benefit of prudent 
insurers. Communications to the Insurance Commissioner in this respect should be privilegéd,

The fire brand should not have insurance, 


ay ae 
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. se office of Fire Marshal has proven ineffective to stop incendiarism, One who plans a 


fire does not anclude in the plan evidence of his guilt. There may be geveral in the community 


who are convinced as to the origin of the fire, but are unable, to furnish legal evidence, 
Over-insurance should be forbidden. The, insured should recover in full for losses sus~ 
tained, but no more, No one should be permitted to collect for what he has not lost. To do 
so is morally wrong, economically unsound and extremely injurious to the public interest, Any 
Law which encourages and upholds fraud in the individual should be.wiped from our Statutes as 


a disgrace thereto, l 
STATE FORESTRY 


. On July 1, 1933 the State Forestry Commission was placed on an active basis through the 


raising of funds by public subscription at my request, The $7, 805.65 which was raised by this ae 
, i | 
means followed by an initial appropriation by the Legislature of $10,000.00 supplemented by a 


Federal allotment from the United States Forest Service, of $18,000.00 for 1934 and $34,720.90 

for 1935 have enabled the State Forestry Commission to place under intensive protection against 
fires over 4,000,000 acres of forest land. The State Forestry Commission, through its State ae 
Forester, has supervised the work of over 1800 men in the COC Camps of the State, Through 

this program the State has obtained: over $1,509,000,00 of physical improvements which includes 

1390 miles of forest roads, 990 miles of telephone lines, 25 observation towers and 25 dwellings 

at the. towers. This is exclusive of the direct benefits to merchants, farmers, and others in 
communities effected by the operation Of the work. The State Forestry Commission has also ob- 

taihed through agreement with the United States Soil Erosion Service a State Forest Nursery with 

a capacity of five to eight million tree seedling yearly for farm planting and erosion control 


purposes, 
Every effort must be made to conserve Arkansas! forest wealth and to bring it back to its 


highest productivity. The forest protection work of the State Forestry Commission which is 
_ carried on in cooperation with the United States Forest Service should be expanded with a view 


of statewide forest protection at an early date. The State Forest Nursery obtained without 


cost must be maintained by the State for the purpose of raising bree seedlings for farm plant- 
ing and soil erosion work to be undertaken in the State by State and Federal agencies. The 
part which Arkansas is sharing and will share in the reforestation program of the President 
of the United States will depend largely upon the action taken by the Legislature in providing 
means for expansion of conservation activities and assurance of maintenance of the physical 
improvements constructed or may hereafter be constructed, " 
Means should be provided whereby submarginal tax delinauent lands may be set aaide as ' 
State forests for the purpose of growing timber for the benefit of the State and its political 


subdivisions, 


STATE PARKS 
During the past two yeers, President Roosevelt's Emergency Conservation Works Program has 


brought forcibly to the public mind a valuable natural resource thot had heretofore received 


practically no attention. I refer to our State parks and other recreational resources, 


Early in 1933 there was made available by the National Government vast suns of money 
for utilization in the various States in developing State owned sites endowed with the necessary 
scenic, scientific and historic qualities. ne State had a form of Park Commission at the time, 
but it was without funds with which to carry on the functions required of the State by the 
Federal Government, State employees in other Départments were called upon to assume additional 
duties in order to enable us to cooperate, i 

As a result of the efforte put forth; the. State was successful in securing six G00 
Companies and they are now developing playgrounds in different sections of the Stete that will 
stand forever as monuments to the present National Administration, and to the untiring effort, 
of many of our own public spirited citizens, At these camps there are approximately 1350 men 
engaged in construction end administrative work. A total of $140,628.53 has been exnended for 
materials used. in mocking these playgrounds suitable for public use, and improvements Conserv- 
atively estimated at $351,571.32 have been completed without the expending of one penny by the 
State, R 

It is contemplated, if reports at hand may Đe relied upon, that the Federal program will 
not only be continued for the present but expanded throngh increasing the enlisted personnel of 
the OCC to the extend of three-fourths million men. Should this prove to he the case, Arkansas 
could reasonably expect to be allotted an additional 30 to ID companies, Our problem would then 
be to. provide projects upon which these companies could works, The National Government is ask- 
ing little of us, yet their requests ere of the most vital importance, We must provide the sites 
upon which to build ~ that ig, we are to get the land. We must also provide an administrative 

set-up for directing and supervising the work and we must give reasonable assurance that: the 

areas, when they are finelly developed, will be properly maintained and supervised. The time 
has arrived for us to cash in, so to speak, on our pl ayerounds and scenery. We haye no greater 
attraction or finer asset, and I am with all sincerity, submitting to you a recommendation that 
ample provision be made for the maintenance of your State Park Commission, and for the acquisition 
of outstanding scenic and historic sites that are suitable for development as State parks. Here- ` 
tofore, it has been necessary to depend upon the donation of lands from interested citizens and 


the taking over of tax forfeited lands. Both of these methods are good as far as they go, but 


the time has come when provisions must be made for the acquisition of private lands, within park 


areas, thet cannot be sacured through donation, If areas proposed for utilization as a State 


park may also be used as a State game refuge, I believe a portion of the Game Protection Fund 


might profitably be used in the acquisition thereof. You will have the constructive advice and 


the untiring assistance of the members of this body who come from Counties that are now fortunate 
enough to have State parks in the process of development. 
GAME AND FISH

assuredly relieve the General Assembly of one of its most troublesome problems,

Under present & 
collections, each Confederate Pensioner would now be paid $30.00 per manth, were it not for 
outstanding bonds authorized by the Legislature of 1929. The collection for Confederate | 


pensions is now largely absorbed by payments of interest and installments upon these out. 
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standing bonds. This leaves very little for these old Confederates in their last dave, when 
their needs are most exacting. It is unfortunate. This Legislature should not pass without 
making adequate provisions to meet the necessities of these dear people. They were the 
mainstay of our civilization. in the South for a long period of years after the close of the 
Govil Wer, Our gratitude to them should be demonstrated by making adequate provisions for 
them at this session. “It will not be long until the last of these veterans will have bid 
us a final farewell. Let not the blemish of ingratitude mark the character of their sons.

The United States Government has expended much money to induce each State to set up @- 


planning boards. The purpose is to cause people to look further into the future, to make 


a careful study of all our resources, advantages and disadvantages. The end to be gained is 
the adontion by the State of wise, farsighted policies, It will not only be the funotion of 
the planning board to make a study of conditions, but to induce and stimulate among our ET 
generally a study of 211 factors bearing upon our present and future welfare. This done, in. 
vestig-tions and discussions follow resulting in wise planning ond united purposed and action, 
If we look back on our past, mistakes mountain high rise before us. Our so-called drein- 
age and levee system came into heing by piecemeal and was a succession of mistekes. In many 
instances, our plane insterd of being constructive were destructive. Very few projects were 
coordinated. Prover ‘outlets and watersheds were not ziven due consideration in the planning. 
Inoonsiderately and preoipitiously we went at the job end ended. it in disaster, Look at our 
public road system. To the casual observer comment is unnecessary. ©- 
If the State had not disposed of those lands unfit for profitable agriculture, we world 


/ now have a timber supply and a source of revenue sufficient to maintain our public school system,

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The source would have been permanent if the principles of good forestry had been pursued of- 


i selling only the matured trees, What was done? Lands were sold to big lumber companies for 


$1.25 per acre, when the timber alone wos worth many times that sum, Millions were made. 
The cut-over lands were allowed to go’ back to “he State, which are now comparatively worth- 
lesa.

The allocation of Federal funds for the cons*ruction of roads has been very uns&tisfectory. 
This is because ^f the small amount of funds available in proportion to demands. The totel of 
allocations for monéy requested for construction wes 97 per cent in excess of available funds,

_in other words, for every dollar requested only three cents were available, Most of these re. 


_ guests are meritorious, idany of them are just as meritorious as. those few that were granted, 


To spred the money over all meritorious nrojects would be.to just start construction on all and 


complete none. Not over five per cent of the construction could be done out of the year's fundi 


Food for one person will not feed sixty. 
“The Legislature micht prescribe rules to govern the apportionment, It may classify the 


roads designating the class to have priority, It may designate the roads themselves that should 
have priority, or, it may have a body representative of each section to make the allocations, 


The adventage of this plear is greeter direct representation, The body could sit with representatives 


a 
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of the United States Bureau of Roads in making the allocations, Not many days would be required, 


The body would be much more numerous than the ordinary commission, Their actual expense would 


be inconsequential if they could satisfy. The Highway Commission would furnish all blans and 
specifications and other needed data for use, and would approve the allocations made by the 
‘body. The difficulties are apparent. | 
It is the exclusive power of the Legislature to establish and control the public policies 
of the State. At the beginning of the construction of roads with State funds, an enforceable . 
policy should have been laid down, A remedy for failure to observe it should have been provided. 
A policy of distribution of construction funds should be declared. A yard stick, so to 
speak, should be furnished, Those who have carefully considered the question agree that the 
following factors should control: 
(1) Population * 
(2) hese 
: (3) Automobile and gasoline fees 


$ _ (4) Uniformity or equal shares to each County 
(5) Traffic density 
(6) Total public road mileage for County, or post read mileage 
Allocation depends upon the relative considerztion and weight to be given esch factor, 
If we fix 100 as the total and sive 25 for each of the first 4, the latter two would not be 
considered, and would not influence the distribrtion, On the other hand, if the first four be 
fixed at 29 each, the remaining factors would be, 20 changing distribution, Factors (2) and 
(4) are non-fluctuating. A traffic survey of oats by the United States will soon be completed, 
If the Legislature will lay down the factors to be considered and the percentage of con- 
sideration to be given each the several Counties may Imow what to expect. This will prevent 


arbitrary distribution. Of course any proposed distribution of Federal funds is subject to the 


approval of the United States Bureau of Roads. I am advised that 75% of the Inst allotment to 
Federal aid roads was dictated by the United States Bureau. ` 

In closing permit me to remind you that no money shovld be taken from the taxpayer except 
to supply an actual pressing necessity, statewide in its chartcter. Money taken for any other 
' purpose is legel robbery. The probable consecuences of every bill, if enacted, should be care- 
fully aporoised before you vote on it. Just and beneficial laws endure until conditions change. 
Harnful end inconsequential legislation may be repealed by the next Legislature. TI hone the 
laws which you will make will be the enjuring kind, 

I need not remind vou that all legisirtive power is vested in the Legislature ~ that 
Government has three separate departments, the Legislative, executive and judicial, Harmonious 
cooperation among the three departnents produces the most efficient Government. We have a common 


purvose to ‘serve, which is the best interest of the people. Cooperation is necessary to »roduce

the best results, Free and fair discussion and communicntisn among the several departments will 
be productive of good. In the discharge of your duties, you shold and will follow the dictates 


of your own common bense, backed by a deep sense of justice. There is no better guide for any of 


us to follow.

The enactment of any law which becomes a modification or amendment of the present 
reftmding law will likely upset the whole refunding program and reproduce chaos in 

this State and again destroy the credit of the State. l 

Before any refunding law was passed, a three-judge court held that all of these funds 
belong to the holders of our road obligations and, in effect, was a trust fund which 
could not be distrubed or destroyed by the +egislature. An agreement was made which was 
carried into the refunding measure. If you shottld pass the truck law or any other bill 
which disturbs thislaw, if unsatisfactory to our cfeditors suit would immadiately be 
instituted by them in Federal Court. All your road. funds would be tied up and your 
refunding progfam crippled, if not destroyed. 

Most of those men who were here in behalf of the creditors of the State are’ fairly 
reasonable men. I don't think they would object to a reclassification or rearrangement 
of truck licenses that is fair. For this reason, I suggest before any bill be taken up 
that their representatives be conferred with in order to ascertain their attitude. It 
would be a public calamity to upset our refunding program. To throw these bonds back 
upon the land at this time would produce an indescribable condition in this State and 
paralyze our hopes for obtaining the full effect of the Federal Relief activities.

Many Counties are in financial distress, and the lack of finances is now retarding law enforcement in 


many places. 


Permit me to suggest that the matter is of the greatest importance, and that a joint | 
committee of both Houses should be appointed who will give exclusive consideration to these &- 
important matters. aan | 

These bills are at the office to be disposed of as may be directed by your Bodies. 

There is a pr'nounced sentiment in favor of substituting mad prohibition laws by a 
control- law. It is the opinion of many that our present liquor laws are a dead letter because they | 
are not enforceable for lack of public sentiment. It is further said that as much liquor is now being | 

sold in this State as though we had no law against its’ sale. It is further asserted that a dead i 
letter law should be repealed because such becomes a nursery of disrespect for all law. 
If it becomes the purpose of the Legislature to substitute our present prohibition laws for 
liquor control, what kind of control becomes important? Two methods of control have been proposed. 
One is that intoxicants shall be sold by licensed dealers under strict control and supervision of the. 
tate. In my judgment, this plan would be very undesirable, and would amount to a substantial return 
“to the old saloon system, which has been and should be forever ovtlawed. Any “system of control which @- 


carries with it the possibility and “hope of profit to individuals will never be successful.. Individual 
profit in the sale and manufacture of intoxicants should be excluded in any control law. The licensed 


dealers would be interested in making money, and would be no better than the saloonist of old days. 


They would promote, or at least a part of them, (and this would drive the others to it) immoral 


plans and devices to increase their sales and profits. Their stocks would be adulterated. Drug 


‘concoctions would be sold for whiskey. They would operate after night in many places, though the law 


might forbid, through unlighted back door entrances or otherwise. It would be a hang-out place for tough 


and immoral people ~ at least after the light had gone out at the front. Rendezvous and vice dens would be 


provided. ° 


A proper control law would forbid sale by any person or persons. All sales should be made by 


_ the State. Sale of intoxicants in any County against the will of the people as expressed by their 


votes should be prohibited. Where permitted, not over two places in any County, should be provided where 
intoxicants might be sold. ‘Proper chemical analysis of all intoxicants should be made by the State 
before same is offered for sale. | 
Liquor stores should not open prior to 8:00 o'clock in the morning and close at 4:00 P. M. 
Sale and delivery should take place at some established store and not elsewhere. That is, shipments 
of every kind should be prohibited. Persons only with outstanding character and known for sobriety and 
obedience to the law should ue permitted to operate a State store. Sales should be in sealed S 
packages containing not less than one-half pint and not more than one quart. No package should be 
opened or the seal broken where sold nor within one hundred feet thereof. 
No sale should be made to any person addicted to the use of intoxicants, to any drunkard, to 
any minor, or to any person who has been convicted of a violation of our temperance laws. Gitte of 


whiskey by any person to one addicted to the use of intoxicants should be prohibited. 


All intoxicants wherever found not bearing the label and brand of the State of Arkansas 


should be contraband, subject to seizure; and the persons guilty punished as now required by law. -

We have a gambling statute which makes it a felony to conduct a gainbling house or place (this 
statute has been on the books for 30 years), but when was a man sent to the penitentiary for its 
violation ? We have a law against the operation of slot machines which provides also for their 
destruction, but when have they been destroyed and how many have been destroyed ? It is said they are 
operating them in various parts of the State. ‘It is current rumor that they are paying off for the 
privilege. Think of a condition of one paying for the privilege of fiolating the law! If there be 
any truth in this rumor, then the violation of a law is operating to undermine and corrupt our officers 
in many places. Nothing can be more demoralizing. I take the position that if you cannot enforce a 
law in a substantial way and can find no way to secure its enforcement, you should repeal it. If you 
‘cannot find some way or devise some means by which you cat enforce the law against the use of slot 
machines, then you should repeal that law. In other words, no set of men should be able to collect a 
lot of money by permitting a violation of the law. If you do, you get no relief from the law's 
enforcement, and you. have the factor of demoralization of men whose duty it is to enforce the law. For 
instance, if you decide you cannot enforce this slot machine law and should tax each machine in a. sum not 
to exceed $500.00, you can get a lot of revenue and at the same time stop the practice of taking pay 


for violation of the law. The power of protecting a violation of the law for a consideration will no i

I have a bill in the office for a set-up to administer State relief to unemployables which has been 
approved by the Washington authorities. I have assurance that if this bill 1s passed before 
February lst, the Government will carry the load of ‘unemployed for one anin, and will pay the secretarial 
and clerical help of the State local relief office. It does not provids for any joint management or 
control in any way by the Federal Government. If this is not done, the United States Government will 
discontinue relief to unemployables after February lst. If we do this and further pass a law for raising 
revenue for the unemployables, the Government will likely continue relief until State money is available. 
The importance of prompt attion must address itself to the Legislature. If nothing is done and the 
relief for unemployables is discontinued after February 1st, conditions in this State will be most deplorable. 
© I have been personally asked to promise that: these steps will be taken and these things will be done. 
I could not make that promise. It all depends upon the Legislature.

We, your Joint Committee authorized and appointed under House Joint Resolution No. 3 by 
“Northeutt, beg leave to report as follows: 
We were instructed under said resolution only to ascertain possible additional revenues that 
might be’ parasi from tax bills now pending in the General Assembly. Public hearings have been held 
and evidence has been collected on the subject. ‘The estimates of revenues, with brief explanation: of 


the bases used in arriving at the estimates, as presented to the Committee, are as follows ;

Sok: 


Senate Bill No. 85, By Hall, as amended. (Estimated at $3,916,000). 
The estimate of Senate Bill 85 is based primarily on the sales in Arkansas in 1933 of approximately 
$180,000,000, as reported by the U. S. Bureau of Census, with modifications as follows; ‘deductions for 
used automobi tos ($8, 000,000), new automobile license tax off-set ($8,5000, 900) gas, oil-and grease 
($13,000,000), garage receipts ($2,000,000), and cigars and cigarettes ($4, 000,000); or a total deduction 
of $35,500,000. . . 

To. the 2 remaining $144, 500, 000 sales basis in 1933 was added 20 per cent for increased sales in 
1935 over 1933 ($28,900,000), public bili ster ($20,000 000), and amusements ($2,400,000), or total 
additions of $51,300,000. . . 

Thus is derived a grant total sales basis of $195,800,000 which, with a sales tax return of 2 per 
cent, is estimated to return in gross receipts without consideration of the cost of: collection or 
possible evasion, an amount of approximately $3,916,000. 


Senate Bill No. 100, by Dillon. (Estimated at $800,000). 
The estimate for Senate Bill No. 100 is based largely on liquor tax collections in Louisiana during the 


i 


last five months of 1934. The annual return of the Louisiana liquor tax, based on the five months period, 
is estimated at $1,500,000. In estimating the yield of the tax for Arkansas two major factors were taken 
into account. One was the difference in Eater between the Louisiana tax and the Dillon Bill, and the 
other the difference in population. To make Louisiana comparable to Arkansas, tax collections in the 
City of New Orleans, estimated at one-third of the total (or $500,000) was subtracted, leaving collections 
of $1,000,000 outside of New Orleans. ` | 

The population of Louisiana outside the City of New Orleans is 1,643,000 as compared with a total 
of 1,854,000 in Arkansas. With these deductions, allowing for a slightly higher per capita consumption 
of liquor in Louisiana, it is thought by the Committee that the two‘states are comparable. _ | 

Since the average rate of the tax including licenses in Arkansas is about 80 per cent of the 
Louisiana rate, 80 per cent of the $1,000,000. collected in Louisiana outside of New Orleans, or $800,000, 
is taken as: the estimate of the yield in Arkansas. 

A similar method of estimating was applied to the liquor tax in Missouri, which also resulted in 
an estimate for Arkansas of about $800,000. 

Since Senate Bill No. 145 is based on profits rather than a tax, no estimate was. obtained by the 
Committee. : ; , 

Senate Bill No. 136, by Evans. (Estimated at $600,000). 

The estimate of Senate Bill 136 is based entirely on collections of a similar tax in South Carolina. 
In that State until 1930 the tax on soft drinks averaged about $1,000,000 annually. In 1953 the yield 
was about $700,000, and 1934 about $900,000. | | 

The population of South Carolina is slightly less than Arkansas, but a larger percentage of the 
population is arpan or industrial. It is assumed that the industrial population in the vicinity of 
cotton mills, who receive their wages weekly or monthly, might have a higher per capita- consumption of 
arinka than the more rural population of Arkansas, In view of this difference, the yield of the soft 
drinks bill is estimated at two-thirds of the revenues derived from the tax in South Carolina, or 


about $600,000 annually.

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Senate Bill No. 46, by Hardy. (Bstimated at $80,000). 

All additional tax revenues that might be derived from Senate Bill No. 46 is based on returns 
from the income tax of 1931, it being assumed that the number of returns in 1935 and 1986 will be 
equal to the returns in 1931. The Additional tax paid by individuals at the 1 per gent vate. because of 
the lower exemption, is estimated at $30,000 and at 2 per cent $6,000; additional returns from 

taxable incomes between $1,500 and $2,500 for man and wife and between $1,000 and $1,500 for 

single persons (average of $800) are estimated at $30,000, and additional taxes on corporations 

$14,000. The total increase is estimated at $80,000. 

House Bill No. 168, by Hampton. (Estimated at $150,000). 

The estimate of revenues for House Bill 168 is based on the operations of the Hot Springs track 
in 1934. Continued operations under legalized conditions would bring about considerable increase 
in revenues from this source. E 

Senate Bill No. 49, by Fagan, or Senate Bill No. 121, by Gilbert. (Estimated at $75,000 
or $96,000 respectively). 

The estimate of revenues from Senate Bill No. 49 is based on-the number of rotar stokda in 
Arkansas in 1933, with the distribution of chain store systems as in 1928. According to this basis, 
the tax on single stores at $3 each would amount to $47,000, and on chains with 25 or more stores 
$25,000, a total from these two groups of $72,000 of the total estimate of $75,000. 

A similar estimate made for Senate Bill No. 121, by Gilbert, shows a probable collection of 
$96,000. 

Senate Bill No. 147, by Ellis . (Estimated at $76,000). 

The estimate of revenues from Senate Bill No. 147 is based on bauxite production in 1933, which 
was about $150,000 tons. Production in 1929 was about 350,000 tons, and with better business 
conditions the yield from this tax would be expected to increase. 

House Bill No. 266, by Cummins. ‘(Estimated at $90,000). 

The estimate for House Bill No. 266 is based on raising the assessed valuation of no par stock of 
corporations from $25 to $50, for the purpose of the corporation franchise tax, which would result- 
in an estimated increase in révenues from this source of $90,000. 

The foregoing estimates represent possible gross collections amounting in the aggregate to 
$5,787,000 (or’$5,808,000). No account has been taken of the cost of collection nor possible 


evasion of the respective taxes.

Action on these should first be had 
before it can be determined whether anything further is needed. 

The iéeislature should not tie its hands so that it cannot admisister to the 
pressing needs of the State, 

The creation of special funds is a bad policy. The majority which creates a 
special fund | may appropriate from a general fund for the special purpose. You do not tie 
the hands of future legislatures except as to funds collected, because a majority may- change 
the levy from a special to a general’ purpose. We have many emergencies facing the state at 

‘the present time. No plan has been laid yet for meeting them. ‘Bills to raise general 


revenue are privileged under parliamentary rules because they are for the support of 


Government generally. These should have sour immediate attention. Your session is fast 


approaching the close. 


If after pending revenne measures are acted upon it may become necessary to have . 
further legislation, I Will be glad to cooperate with the Legislature or any Committee of 
same in finding some practical plan to meet the pressing needs of the State, and especially 


for the purpose of relieving sufferinge

But, actual physical suffering of those who cannot help 
themselves should be prevented. Such are those who could not earn a living if work were 
plentiful and wages good. To not care for these is inexcusable. If we do not, we should | 
make no further claim to civilization and Christianity. ee 
We were given to understand by the Washington authorities that if the State : 
would provide a set-up for administrative relief by February 1, the Federal Government would | 
continue relief to the unemployables for one month, and further, that if during this period 
proper legislation were enacted to raise money for the unemployables. Federal relief would 
be continued until State money was available. The delay in this legislation is history not 
unfamiliar to readers of the Press. No set-up was made until February 8, and today finds 
no enactment to raise the required revenue. I am advised that the unemployables are bethe 
dropped as rapidly as administrative forces can accomplish the task.

PLANT NEAR BENTON 


In 1929, the Legislature authorized-a bond issue for the purpose of purchasing 


a site and erecting buildings for a State Hospital plant near Benton. Prior to 1933, there 


had been expended from the money derived from this bond issue $1, 321, -137.47. The money 
phayed out, and there the buildings had stood for more than two years without facilities to 
care for one single inmate of the State Hospital. Negotiations were concluded with the 
Federal Government in 1934 in which $1, 342, 000.00 was loaned to the State, and a grant of 
$442,000.66 was made to the State, all for the purpose of completing the buildings near 
Benton. Of the original bond issue, there is a default in the sum of $125,000.00. It is 
claimed by the Federal Government that it had no knowledge of this outstanding sum, and that 7

-has suspended payment. The work in finishing the Hospital building at Benton has been pro- : 
gressing very rapidly, but now is temporarily halted and may be permanently stopped with | 
the walls and frame work of many buildings exposed.

properly care for any, patients at this phant. It does not require mental capacity to visualize 


the public calamity impending if these matters are not ironed out. What should be done? 
I suggest raising $125,000.00 to pay off the defaults. There should be no further

& THE: PENITENTIARY 


What is known as the Wright place, supposed to contain more than seven thousand 
acres, was purchased by the Penitentiary Board for $367,000.00 on credit. Prior to that, 
the Wright place had bean occupied by the convicts for sometime. Default in payments on the 

"farm soon followed. The convicts have continued to occupy the farm. It accommodiated about 
four hundred. The Land has been broken preparatory to farming this year. The owner has l 

seanail tionally sol the farm and demands possession, but says that he will take $250,000.00 
for it. The amount now due on the purchase contract is. approximately $367,000.00. Whether 
the owner can force the State to giva possession at once is a legal question. If the owner 

cannot obtain possession until the close of this year, he may do so at that time. There 

o) is no place to which these convicts may be removed. If possession is forced immediately, 

there is no alternative to turning out four or five hundred of these convicts. If the State 
keeps possession until the end of thtsyear, arrangements must ‘be made for transferring these 
convicts elsewhere. This will require an outlay of money which must be provided by this 
Legislature, as all of this must be done prior to the next meeting of the Legislature. 

It results that whether the State must give possession now or at the end of 
the year, something should be done now, and cannot longer be postponed without a breakdown 
in the execution of law. Unless something is done about it, the Penitentiary cannot continue 
to take convicts sentenced by the several Courts in the State. | 

The State can now buy this farm for $250,000.00 cash. A substantial anaes of 
money should be raised to purchase a farm - this, or some other. I suggest that you raise 
$250,000.00, or rather: proviđe for raising it. It is advisable to pay cash. It is bad 

= business to buy on credit. Especially is this true of a State. Stockades are already built 

l on the Wright place, and room for more convicts can be provided. Remember that the number of 
convicts has grown from 1008 to 1702 in two years and a month,. At this rate of increase, within 
_& few years it will take a substantial portion of Jefferson County or some other place to 


care for these convicts. I expect there are a thousand convicts today without work, They are 


not all, however, unemployables. 


STATE HOSPITAL AND TUBERCULOSIS SANATORIUM 


I have heretofore advised you that at least $600,000.00 more additional revenue 
for the biennium to finance the maintenance of the State Hospital and Tuberculosis Sanatoria . 
is needed. The increased expense .atigeg primarily from the operation of two stanta instead 
i of one as heretofore. Increasing patients are a prominent factor. It is contemplated that 
the units of the plant near Bentoiiy_now under construction, should be completed within the 


wee 


present year. 
I class each of the foregoing subjects as emergencies that must have attention by 


this Legislature, and the funds “must come from a General fund. If you take care of these 


emergencies, leaving off unemployables, out of the present sources you will have to discontinue 


many important institutions and activities of the State. If you support these essential activities, 


you neglect to maintain your State Hospital and sanatoria, and. réfuse:to:-mest the emergencies 
hereinbefore described. To make this clear, $788, 413.00 was appropriated to maintain the ji 
following functions of Government by the last Legislature: Agricultural Extension; Children's 
Home ; Corporation Commission; Boys' Industrial School; Farm for women; Health Department; 
Henderson Teachers’ College; History Commission; Insurance Commissioner; Jr. Agricultural 
School - Beebe; Labor Department; Mines, Manfacture and Agriculture; Negro Boys' Industrial 
Sensei Plant Board; Purchasing Agent; Service Bureau; Livestock Sanitary Board; Training 


School for Girls; War memorial Building; Vocational Schools; Forestry Commission. As before 


‘stated, it will take at least $600,000.00 to maintain the State Hospital’ and. Tuberculosis 


institutions. This will leave $198,514.00 to maintain the foregoing institutions. At least 
from fifteen to eighteen of these institutions must be closed down for the next two years for 
want of revenue. Last year we took the needed funds to maintain the State Hobpital and 
Tuberculosis institutions from the Highway Fund. A three-judge court told us in 1934 this 
could not be done, and every well informed lawyer in Arkansas knew it was contrary to the 
Constitution to do it. The net result of these conditions means that you must increase a 
general find for use by the Legislature, or close down some of your most important institutions. 
There is no escape from ite In this calculation, relief for the unemployables, which will tn- 
clude the old age destitute, is left out ofthe picture entirely. pi 

| : I call attention further to the fact that $10,000.00 is due the vital statistics 
registrars in this .State for services already performed. You are due sums of money fixed by 
law to the superannuated judges; Justice Wood and Judges Robertson and Smith. These are legal 
Claims and ought to be paid. The law:further provided for annuity for these retired and 


superannuated jurists. The obligation assumed there ought to be discharged. If you are 


not going to discharge them, then repeal the law. Various other accounts, claims, debts,

etc. have been presented. until I am compelled to think that our Government in years past 
did nothing but issue bonds and other evidences of indebtedness. They keep coming up. When 
the énd will be foacned, I don't know, but meritorious and just claims should be paide 

I repeat that you should create an emergency general fund, leaving to the 


Legislature to appropriate where the need is greatest. : 
The expense of the State Government was eut to the bone two years ago. This 

policy should be continued and further reductions made where it is “possible. If you find 

any function of Government now maintained which can be discontinued without injury to the 

people, you shoud not hesitate to act.. These funds must be raised from those who are able to 

pay. The means by which they are to. be raised should not endure for a longer period than 


two years. A permanent enactment should not be made when it is.intended to care for an emergency

ë and who shall aikuss his or her poll-tax at the time of assessing taxes next preceding such 
election, shall be allowed to vote at any election in the State of Arkansas. Provided, that 
persons who make satisfactory proof that they have attained the age of twenty-one years since the 
time of assessing taxes next preceding said election and possess the. other necessary qualifications, 
shall be permitted to vote.

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE FIFTIETH GENERAL ASSEMBLY; 


Enforcement of the anti-gambling and liquor laws began to break’ down several years ago and has 


progressed to a collapse at the present time. This has seriously affected the enforcement of all laws. 

After much consideration, it is my opinion that these laws should be so modified as to secure a 
general support of the public. It is my sincere belief that a proper liquor control law will improve 
conditions very substantially. If the experiment should prove to be unsuccessful, I would call this 
Legislature into special session to undo what had been done. 

If it is the view of the Legislature that we should have no whiskey control law, then the question 
becomes very acute."What shall be done?" Conditions are horrible and demoralizing. Çan we afford to take 
the position of "do nothing about it"? ; 

There is one of two alternatives open; either enact a proper control law, or put energy into the 
law enforcing machinery of this State. I am willing to go either route, but I am not- willing to permit 
conditions to remain as they now are. Therefore, if it is your judgment that we should have no liquor control 
law, then I earnestly ask that you exert and cause to be exerted all the energies of our State Government in 
a drive to efiforce.our present laws, especially those against the sale of liquor and gambling. All Sidaeies 
to enforce the law must be centered in the Circuit Judge, who must be held primarily responsible for the 
“enforcement of law. A Circuit Judge has now very great powers. Additional powers can be given him which will 
make it possible for him to enforce the law. . l | 

He can now discharge petit and grand jurors and have new ones summoned to act in their stead. He 
appoints the jury commissioners. He can direct the jury commissioners to select grand juries who will indict 

and petit juries who will convict when the evidence warrants. He should be given the power to substitute the 
sheriff with his own appointee in any line of duty when he has become convinced that the sheriff is unwilling 
to do his duty and is handicapping law enforcement. He should have like power as to the prosecuting attorney. 
With these added powers, if he does not enforce the law, he ought to be impeached. If he does not enforce the 
law in a substantial way, he ought to be impeached. He may not succeed in being reelected, but this is no 
excuse for him to fail in his duty while he is on the job. | 

Some set-up whould be provided to carry on independent investigations for the violation of the 
liquor and gambling laws. This agency should make investigatións and ascertain the facts, reporting to the 
Circuit Court of the district and to the Governor. When this agency reports to the Governor that any given 


Circuit Judge is not doing his duty and supports the charge with evidence, it should be the duty of the . 


' Governor to call the Legislature into extra session to impeach that judge. It should be an impeachable offense 


for any judge to fail to exercise all the powers of his office to enforce the law. If the Circuit Judge fails 
to do his duty, the bottom of law enforcement drops out in that district. 

To compensate officers that may be appointed by the Circuit Judge instead of the sheriff and 
prosecuting attorney, and to make the inddépendent investigations heretofore referred to, a substantial sum of 
money should be raised and appropriated. In raising and appfopriating money for these purposes, you should 


be liberal. The sum should not be less than $250,000.00. The lack of law enforcement is undermining moral 


character and demoralizing our citizenship in a manner and to an extent that is no less than a great 
public calamity. ) 

. If you shall determine that the liquor and gambling laws shall be enforced, and will go 
forward with a proper law, the supreme test of law enforcement will soon be on. If you are called 
upon to impeach a judge where the evidence shows .that he has been negligent-—in the discharge of 
his duties, or has failed to exercise all khe powri at his command to enforce the law and you fail 
to do so, you wreck the plans and damn yourselves. 

I have served as Circuit Judge. It is customary for a,Circuit Judge to select a jury commission 

and instruct them to select honest: and upright men to serve on the grand and petit juries. They must 
go further than this if we are to have substantial enforcement of the laws against the sale of liquor and 
gambling. The Circuit Judge is handicapped as the law now stands. He should be armed with the necessary 


powers and held responsible for the results» 


- - A bill embodying these ideas can be quickly prepared. 
' Shall we do something or nothing to correct the intolerable conditions now existing? The 
majority which may defeat a control bill can enact legislation herein suggested, and will have no 


reasonable excuse for not doing so.

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives and the Senate of the State of 
Arkansas, a majority of the members of each House agreeing thereto: 

That the following is ‘hereby proposed as an amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas, and the same being submitted to the electors of the State for approval or 
rejection at the next general election for Senators and Hepresentatives, if a majority of the 
electors voting at such election adopt such amendment the same shall be come a part of the 


Constitution of the State of Arkansas, to-wit: 


Section 1. Amendment No. 6 of the Consitution of Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

"Amendment No. 6. Every citizen of the United States, or person who has declared 
his intention of becoming a citizen of the same, of the age of twenty-one years, 
who has resided in the State twelve months, in the County six months and in the . 
precinct, town or ward one month, next preceding any election at which he may 

_ propose to vote, except such persons as may, for the commission of some felony, 
be deprived of the right to vote by law, passed by the General Assembly, and who 
shall assess his or her poll-tax at the time of assessing taxes next preceding such 
election, shall be allowed to vote at any election in the State of Arkansas, Provided, 
that persons who make satisfactory proof that they have attained the age of twenty-one 


years since the time of ‘assessing taxes next preceding said election and possess the 


other necessary qualifications, shall be permitted to vote. 
Section 2, The provisions of the Constitution of the State of Arkansas in conflict | 
with this amendment are hereby repealed in so far as they are in conflict herewith; and this 


amendment shall take effect on the first day ‘of January next following its adoption. : S

Pursuant to the provisions of said Resolution, the undersigned Committee, appointed thereunder, 


submits the following report: 
The Committee visited the following penal institutions: 


TUCKER FARM 
‘BOY'S INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 
WOMENS’ FARM 
GIRLS’ INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


REPORT ON TUCKER FARM 


The Committee found general conditions at Tucker to be as good as could reasonably be | 
‘expected under existing financial conditions. The buildings appeared to be in good repair, well D 
kept and clean. The food for the inmates was ample and well prepared. The men appeared to be suf- 
ficiently clothed. The present prison population averages 1760 men per day, with facilities for only 
about 1200. In one stockade the Committee found that 247 men were sleeping in 150 cots. Farm operations 
appear to be efficiently administered. . 
The most pressing needs in the opinion of the Committee are as follows; 
1. The operation of No. 2 Camp at Cummins. This’ will entail an expenditure of about $2,000.00, 
but will materially relieve the present congestion in the other camps. 
. 2. The erection and operation of a receiving ward. The estimated expense of this item is 
$2,000.00, and such receiving ward should be large enough to care for an average of 100 men. At present 


there are no facilities for the segregation of newly received inmates, with consequent danger of the spread

of contagious diseases among the inmates. With a receiving ward in operation arrivals could be kept

It is recommended that the present appropriation of $25,000.00 l 
per annum be amplified sufficiently to provide two additional teachers. Among the inmates there are a 
number of have too young to be there. This condition is in no wise the fault of the institution, but @-~ 
rather the fault of the committing courts; the practice of committing boys of 8 to 11 years of age 
should be discouraged. Attention is called to the general insanitary condition of this institution.

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The bed linens were mostly dirty and ragged, the blankets were dirty and not clean enough, the 
matresses are thin and lumpy, the toilets are dirty and ill kept and improperly cared for. 


REPORT ON WOMENS! FARM 


_ The Comm ttee found that the inmates of this institution were well fed and housed and 
reasonably well clothed. The inmates number 16, with 3 paid employees. The annual appropriation 
is $10,000.00, which is $625.00 per anmum per inmate. This figure in comparison with the average 
cost per inmate for the other institutions in disproportionate and unreasonable. The Committee 
recommends that the Womens' Farm at Jacksonville be abandoned or converted to other State uses, 
and the inmates trasnferrred to the Girls' Industrial School; for this purpose that this institution 
be granted an additional appropriation of approximately $2,500.00, this money will be necessary for 
the proper conditioning of a building on the grounds of this institution for the uses of the 16 inmates 
of the Womens' Farm. The Superintendent reports that with this additional ‘appropriation the girls and 


women can be segregated at all times. 


REPORT ON GIRLS! INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 
The school appears to be well managed; the inmates, numbering about 60 are well cared for, 
with ample facilities. The buildings are well cared for, kept clean and in good repair. The Committee 
recommends that the annual present appropriation for this institution of $25,000.00 be amplified by two 
to five thousand dollars, and that the inmates of the Womens! Farm be transferred to this institution. 
The Superintendent of each institution visited appeared to be competent, and to have his or her work 
well in hand. - Attention is directed to the disproportionate number of paid employees in the various | 
institutions. The penitentiary system, with 1760 convicts in custody, is operated with 14 paid employees, 
the Womens' Farm, with 16 inmates, has 3 paid employees; the Boys" Industrial School with 180 inmates 
has 9 paid employees; the Girls' Industrial School with 80 inmates has 9 paid employees. It would 
appear that by a consolidation or closer grouping of the various institutions, expense could be saved 
in the matter of employees. It would probably be advisable that all the penal institutions be placed 
under one Board instead of under seperate boards as at present; This would obviate overlapping, and 
would save expense. As a specific illustration, it is pointed out that while there is a shortage of 
beds and bedding at Tucker, there is a surplus at the Womens' Farm. 
With a view to avoiding any considerable expense, the Committee did not undertake to make 
a detailed investigation of each institution; however, the investigation was sufficiently comprehensive 
to form a basis for the recommendations made, and said recommendations are herewith submitted for 
consideration. The ayeenee of the Committee was $15.75, which has been paid from the House contingent

We point out to you that in a written communication addressed to our organization on February 12th, 
the Governor declares, "The Sales Tax is the best scheme that I know of to aid the schools. I shall doptos 
the bill if it passes."

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE FIFTIETH GENERAL ASSEMBLY: 

When you were in your campaigns last summer, no one anticipated the SEER demands of 
the Federal Government. These demands were not taken into account in the discussion of public questions, 

These demands have materially altered the situation and have given us some very perpléxing problems, 

The circumstances of the moment are so extraordinary and alarming as to cause me to come ° 
before you in joint session to make a last appeal to you to avert further great public calamity, One 
public calamity is already upon us, the suffering unemployables. 

Thousands of old men, women and children are suffering for the actual necessities of life. 
Thousands of children are going to bed hungry. Many sick neople are without medicine and’ medical 
attention, Remember that this class of people is either physically or mentally unable to care for them- 
selves under any circumstances, . ; 

| Delay “in the Senate until February Sth to pass House Bill No. 209 caused this. I am sure 
that that opposition did so. under a wrong impression. They did not intentionally bring about this 
calamity and suffering, but these results actually followed., I was not taken seriously when I told 
you that if this set-up were not made the chances were that these people would not be cared for by the 
Federal Government. I was not mistaken, The results establish the fact. 

We have been asked by the United States Government to provide one and a half million dollars 
for the unemployables, one and a half million dollars for work relief, Three million dollars is the 
estimated need for our schools. You are advised that to this must be added six hundred thousand dollers 
for your State Hospital for Nervous Diseases and Tuberculosis Senatoria, A minimum of two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars must be provided to care for your convicts, or your criminal courts will cease to function 
because the State cannot care for their convictions, 

Statesmanship and patriotism demand that these pressing necessities be met. We lack courage 
af we fail. I am willing to take my responsibility, and you should take yours. You; only, can meet and 
deal with this situation. You can avert the impending public calamities. If you don't do it, the 
responsibility is yours, | 

Many measures to produce revenue are before your bodies. No decisive action to relieve the 
situation has yet been taken, The Special House Committee on Ways and Means for raising revenue has before 
it a bill, the major part of which is free from any serious constitutional objection, It is estimated that 
this measure will raise more than three million dollars per annum. This is far short of sums demanded, but 
will take care of the situation. In other words, we can make out with it. The fund to be raised by this 
measure is an emergency fund, If you amend that clause, defeat the bill. Why should this Legislature tie 
its hands? It is your constitutional duty to decide how and for what purposes ae moneys shall-be spent, 
You should not abrogate your constitutional duties by creating a special fund out of this money, The same . 
majority thet creates a fund for a special purpose may approvriate from a general fund to that special: 
purpose, Then, why create a special fund which ties your hands after it has been collected? If you cannot 
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be trusted to spend this money wisely and for the most pressing needs, you are misfits and should not 
be here. The people have trusted you. I trust you and have confidence in your judgment. You should 
trust yourselves to do what is proper under the circumstances. It will be up to you to parcel out 


this money according to the. most pressing needs. 

. Thie bill further provides that if for any cause this money shall not be needed, it is 
within the powers of the Governor by proclamation to a@uepend these taxes at any moment. I promise you 
and the people of the State that this will be done when these emergencies disappear, -Good crops in the 
State may call for a cessation of these taxes after one year's payment, This tax measure is not brought 
forward as a permanent policy of the State, but only for the purpose of meeting the most pressing and 
unavoidable emergencies, Any javra in existing taxes or the creation of new ones is obnoxious. 

There never has been and there never will be a system of taxation which is free from inequities, 


All the institutions of the State, including the schools, have the financial resources 


_which they had before the depression came, That should be sufficient to meet the needs of these 


institutions and schools wren the depression has passed, Therefore, it should be clear to everyone 
that the present bill is for emergencies only, and should cease when the emergencies have passed., The 
bill provides that it shall cease at the end of one biennium. If conditions are not substantially 
improved within two years, we are blown up anyway. Section 57 of the bill reads as follows: 


"Duration of Act. If and when the present emergency 
situation shall for any cause have been relieved. to 

the extent that the additional revenue sought under 
this Act shall be unnecessary, then the Governor shall 
proclaim the facts, whereupon and from the date of said 
proclamation the provisions of this Act shall no longer 
be enforced, and the same shall thereby be terminated," 


"And in any event this Act shall expire on the 30th day 
of June, 1937; and thereafter no taxes imposed by this 
Act shall be collected except such as pay be delinquent 
and unpaid on said date," 


If you will promptly enact this bill into law, I confidently believe that the United States 
Government will restore aid to the unemployables until State money is available ~ that relief to our 
schools will be continued by the Federal Government, and work. relief by the Federal Government will not 
be stopped ,in this State. You can enact this measure in three days, and an impending calamity will have 


been averted. If you refer this bill to committees and whip it to death with amendments, your legislative 


session may expire with nothing done, and the greatest public calamity this State has ever suffered will 
be upon us. Public disorders will follow of the most momentous character, and beyond the power of local 
I remind you thet not one dollar is available to the National Guard to buy a meal 


I ask that you promptly .pass this bill within the next three

or four days and relieve the tense situation, 

Your Attorney General has advised you that the sales tax bill is unconstitutional. Therefore, 
it is unwise to rely wholly upon it. If you pass a aa‘les tax measure, it should be done, promptly to the 
end er we may obtain a judicial determination of its constitutionality within the twenty days after you 
have adjourned, If both bills be passed, and the salee tax shall be adjudged to be constitutional, the 
other bill will be annulled, 

Let me say in closing that quick action is necessary if the situation is to be saved, If you 
pass this bill promptly, I feel morally certain that school relief will be continued, Federal work relief 
will be immediately resumed, and I believe the Federal Government will grant relief to our unemployables 


until State money is available for that purpose. .

I make you this proposition. Promptly enact this bill. Do not present it to me for 
approval until your bodies adjourn; if in the meantime you have enacted other measures which will care 
for these emergencies, I will annul this one and sign those. I can put an end to this measure at any

We, the undersigned committee appdinted by this body to make an investigation of the State Bank 
Department, ask the privilege of submitting the following report: 


Intongjynction with the State Comptroller's office we have made a5 E eu investigation as possi- 
ble of the affairs of the Bank department, with special attention being given to the manner of handling 
the Liquidation and final disposition of the assets of closed banks. We have had available the trans- 
cript, consisting of 195 pages, of a hearing that was held in Chicot Chancery Court at Lake Village on 
the 2lst day of February, 1955, when all matters pertaining to the disposition of the remaining assets . 
of the Chicot Trust Company were examined before the Honorable E. G. Hammock, Chancellor. After List- 
ening to the . testimony presented by all parties concerned, it was the finding of the count that there 
had been no fraud practiced by diyona in connection with the sale of the assets of said bank and that 


it could not be said that it was an improvident sale at the time the sale was held.

In checking over report of forty closed banks that have been completely liquidated since January l, 


1933, we find that the expense of liquidation, have been held within a reasonable figure and that 


It is our opinion that the Bank Commissioner has honestly and with good ability properly administered 


the affairs of the Bank Department during the past two years and that there are nojust grounds for 
criticism of this Department. We make this statement and give this opinion in view of the fact that 
never in the history of the State have we gone through such critical financial crisis as during this 
past two years. During that time the Bank Department has had a total of approximately one hundred 
and fifty banks in liquidation and it was necessary to reorganizé many going banks, The fact that 
not a state bank has closed in Arkansas which was opened following the banking holiday in March, 1933, 


is positive proof of the splendid manner in which this Department has been operated. 


During this period of stress it has been necessary for the Bank Commissioner to take some rather 
drastic action and it has been his duty to step on the toes of some personally and politically promi- 
nent people, resulting in criticism from the ones who had attempted to evade obligations due the 


depositors of closed banks, 


Regardless of the excessive additional demands made upon the Department during the past two years, 
we find that the operating expenses of the Department have been materially reduced, and that the De- 


partment has been operated entirely free from political consideration and, in-our opinion, for the

I am transmitting herewith balance sheet which shows the condition of the bank on Nov- 


ember 17, 1930, and as of December 51, 1954. This statement or balance sheet shows that assets as 
of Nevember 17, 1930, amounted to $358,956.11, and that such assets had been reduced to $192,494.02 
as of December 31, 1954; that liabilities as of November 17, 1950, amounted to $358,956.11, and 
$192,494.02 as of December 31, 1934. | 

During the period of liquidation, items eee to $82, 577.55 were ‘charged off as i: 
losses. . 

At the time the bank closed, the undivided profits account showed a credit of ĝl, 227.19. 
From November 17, 1950, to December ol, 1954, notes amounting to $63,243.96 were ehapeed against the 
profit and lss account, and various other items brought the total charge-offs up to $82,377.53. 
George. Hays, M. E. Rosenzweig and E. P. McGehee, as stockholders in the bank, made compromises, “"* 
The stock assessment of $500.00 extended against Hays was settled for $75.00; the assessment of 
$500.00 against Rosenzweig was charged to profit and loss, as was the $700.00 stock assessment | 
against McGehee, Of the $1,700.00 in shako three assessments, $75.00 was collected. 

Among the larger items charged against profit and loss were notes of W. M. Matthews 
sieintine to $16,586.61, which the Chicot Trust Company "inherited" from the Chicot Bank and Trust 
Company. As a matter of fact, when the Chicot Bank and Trust Company closed, the Chicot Trust Company 
took over “live” assets amounting to $79,436.60, which are reflected in the statement as of the close 
of business November 17, 1930. On these assets---that is, the $79,456.60 taken over from the Chicot 
Bank and Trust Company---the sum of $9,834.08 was realized in cash, while offsets of various kinds 
accounted for aggregate credits of $23,952.89. Of the $63,243.96 heretofore referred to as having 
been charged against loans and discounts, $27,516.27 ‘represented a part of the assets of the old 
Chicot Bank and Trust Company. 

Although amounts charged from time to time against undivided profits aggregated 
$63,243.96, the various notes or other evidences of indebtedness which made up this total were not 
necessarily surrendered at the time the entries were made, and the books reflect that thesé re 
were outstanding at times subsequent to the charges which were estimated to be partial esos: 

The face value of loans and discounts (notes) brought forward from the old Chicot 
Bank and Trust Company, -as reflected by the books of the Chicot Trust Gompany, on October 31, 1934, 
was $70,064.22. The book value of these notes, according to the records of the Chicot Trust Company, 


was $27,992.11. The appraised value as of October 31, 1934, was $150.00. 


Loans and discounts of the Chicot Trust Company, as distinguished from those intermingle 
ed with loans and discounts of the Chicot Bank and Trust ane as of October 51, 1954, amounted to 
$33,562.88, with an appráised value of $2,611.74. i 

Just prior to the time the final sale in question was consummated, the bank's books 
showed total assets aggregating $157,390.02, of which amount $8,174.14 was cash on depots with 
W. B. Worthen and Company, in Little Rock, the difference being $129, 211.88. This represents the 
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Bok Valiie Of all assets, inclusive of Beal estate. The face value of these assets could only be 
determined by making a complete inventory of notes, etc. These had been turned over to Mr. Ed Davis. D 
It would be utterly impossible, without devoting weeks to a detailed’ audit, for 
any one to determine the actual value of.assets sold. The books’ indicate that many of the notes 
(particularly those brought forward from the Chicot Bank and Trust Company) were old, some running 
back as far as 1921, At the time these notes were made, some of them were doubtless secured by real 
property or collateral then regarded:as sufficient, but after the bank failed, the security in many 
‘instances was sold and proceeds applied as credits, and the balances brought fprward merely reflect 
unsecured portions and stand for the obligations of men who were not financially solvent. 
On December 27, 1950, the Chicot Chancery Court made an order which vested in the 
Bank Commissioner title to all property and rights of the Chicot Trust Company, and authorized the 
Commissioner to make “such sales, compromises and settlements of any and all assets bel@n@ing to 
said Ghicot Trust Company which he deems necessary, or for the best interest of the depositors and ; 
stockholders of said Bank, for such price, and upon such terms as he deems best, at private or public $- 
sale, subject to the orders of the Court", l 
5 ' It will be noted that the order above referred to authorizes either a private or pub- 
lic sale, but makes the sale "subject to the order of the. Court". The question naturally arises as to 
whether amy sale made without a. specific’ order was within the purview of the Court's intent. 

2-3 , Criticism at Lake Village with respect to final disposition of the assets seems to be 
directed at the proposition of séllingwithout public noticew--regardless of whether the sale was to be 
privately conducted or publicly held. 

. It is generally admitted that most of the value had been taken from the assets, and 
that the remaining notes represented a thproughly exhausted re@idue. It.seems that Mr.’ Daugherty, 
representating the Banking Department, entered into an agreement with a loeal resident of Lake Village 
by the name of Ed Davis, and transferred all of the remaining assets to Mr. Davis, in consideration 
of a promise to pay $4,500.00. Subsequently, Messrs. Sam Epstein and Nelson Bunker became partners ©- 
with Mr. Davis. They advance the cash payment of "$4,506.00, in consideration of an agreement with 
Mr. Davis that he would look after collections, etc., and would receive one-third of the profit, if any, 

The bank building, constructed at a cost of more than $60,000.00, was carried on the 
books at $20,000.00 at the time the Chicot Trust Company failed, while fixtures were garsia at $8,000. 
00. From time to time parts of the fixtures had been sold, and those remaining undisposed of at the 
time the final sale was held were carried at $7,785.50, with an appraised value of $250.00 The ap- 
praised value of the building at the time of the sale was $2,500.00. 

The appraised value of fixtures, real property, and other assets, at the time the 
sale was made, totaled $6,186.74. .These are the assets that were sold for $4,500.00. 

The obvious con@lusion is that the bank building was undervalued. However, in some 
respects it was in poor repair, and considerable money would have to be spent on the building in order C 
to bring it into first-class condition. | ) | 

It is quite probable that notes, etc. were worth $4,500.00 or more, and that the 
purchasers, in closing the transaction, had in mind that the building would show a net profit. 

g The Comptroller's Office would not undertake to definitely appraise the assets, 
Several hundred acres of land were involved, but delinquent taxes were outstanding for several years, 
and apparently there was no market for this property. Prior liens, in many instances, also reduced

MR. SPEAKER: 
MR. PRESIDENT: 

In accordance with the provisions of House Concurrent Resolution No 14 which was approved by both 
the House and Senate and signed by the Governor, we, your Committee, selected to study plans for redigesting 
the Statutes of Arkansas, beg leave to report that we have carefully studied the possibility of this General 
Assembly enacting necessary legislation for a thorough redigesting of the Statutes. We are agreed that such 
legislation-should be enacted by this General Assembly. This decision was reached in view of the fact that 
thirteen years have passed since the laws of the State have been recodified. Many present laws are ambiguous, 
and trained Attorneys often find difficulty in interpreting them; many Statutes are in conflict with other 
Statutes which complicates legal proceedure. Since all citizens of the State are assumed to know the law 


and since, under our present Statutes, very few do understand the law, we are of the opinion that the Stat- 


utes should be SMiDLITLEA by a thorough recodification of the law. We are agreed that the Fiftieth gegere e- 
Assembly should provide ‘for this recodifivation; we are further agreed that, if this is done, it will be one 
of the most outstanding and constructive items of legislation of this Assembly.

Having carefully considered ways and means for providing for a thorough recodification of the Statutes, 


we, hereby, recommend that the Fiftieth General Assembly enact into law, Senate Bill No. 4, by Mr. Parish, or 


a duplicate House Bill. This ‘bili, as drawn, is satisfactory, and we respectfully recommend its passage.

It is very 
probably that the sales tax will better satisfy Washington than House Bill No. 496, introduced a 
yesterday by Mr. Northcutt in behalf of the Steering Committee, because it will raise more money, 
I again remind you that the Washington authorities have taken the position that unless 
S some money is raised in behalf of work relief and the schools, that school and work relief by 
the Federal Government in thisatate will be permanently discontinued. Washington may change 
its mind. I need not remind you that you have really only four more working days, as you are 
to adjourn at noon on Thursday of nextweek, and usually little or nothing is done on that day. 
All the emergency ‘questions that could come before a spectal session of the Legislature are before l 
you now. If this Legislature fails to act favorably upon these quéstiéns, or fails:to act at all, Q- 
there can be no reason for a special session, as there is no reason to believe that a different 
attitude would be held by the same men at a special session. 
If we lose the work relief in this State, it will amount to scone antag twelve 
million dollars loss to the business of this State. It means approximately three hundred 
sixty-five thousand dollars per month loss to the schools of this State, which would go into the 
channels of business. It probably means the loss of one hundred thousand dollars in behalf 
of unemployable. relief. The question is "Can you afford this great loss to the State?" "Can 
You afford to be responsible for the intense suffering which will happen as a consequence? " 
There can be no system of taxation that will immediately satisfy a majority of the 
people. Everyone regrets the necessity of having to lay any taxes. Emergency relief is the ; 
only purpose in order to atoid the most direful consequence. l

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Mr. Miller of Polk, Chairman of the conpernee to investigate the Commonwealth College sent up 


the following report: 
REPORT 


:' * Your Committee appointed and authorized under House Concurrent Resolution Number 12 to investigate 
oe of Un-American principles being taught at Commonwealth College, beg leave to report the following; 

We visited the College and have examined many witnesses living in all of the State. A 
verbatim record of said testimony is ‘attached. to thi’s*Report. : l 
: Commonwealth College was first established in 1923 at Leesville, Louisiana, and was moved to its f 
present location on Tallihiana Highway about eleven miles west of Mena, Arkansas, in 1925. It was incorporated 
in Polk County, under the laws of this State which authorizes benevolent associations to be incorporated. 

The original trustees were W. E. Zeuch, Kate Richards O'Hare .and W. C.e Benton, and the purpose of said trustees 
was to establish an experimental educational institution whereby young men and women with limited funds might 
secure a fairly good fundamental University education, The institution was to be as nearly self sustaining as 
practical. . 

The present plant Sonsieea: oF 320 acres of land and approximately two dozen wooden buildings, 
including dormitories, library, class acne, laundry, kitchen, Social change museum, et cetera. The College 
is maintained through donations, tuitions, subscriptions to college paper and contribution of the labor of 
students ‘and teachers. k 

W. E. Zeuch was elected the first Director and the school had approximately 40 students soon after 
it was founded; these students came from all parts of the country, New York City, however, furnishing the 
largest proportion of said students. In 1931, due to difference of opinion, Zeuch severed his connection with a 
the College, and Lucien Koch was elected Director and has since held that office. ` 

The only qualifications that a student has to have to enter is that he must have intelligence and 
must be able to handle college work. He must have an alert interest in social problems confronting the countries 
of the World. No diplomas are awarded, and no specific length of time is required of a student Within which to 
graduate. At the present time, there are approximately thirty students at the Cortege, and eight or ten teachers, 


the students come from all parts of the country and stay various lengths of time. A list of the students,

Although Zeuch was considered a radical in education, he was not radical enough, and that 
was the cause of his severance with the College, according to the testimony of one of the matinee: 

This witness has the further opinion. that the present persons in charge wanted the school to be a pantie 
school and to participate in the events of the day, this policy being in contrast to the policay of Zeuch, 
and the policy of the school today is agitational instead of educational and has become partisans on the 
side of all radical movements. This opinion is: substantiated by He record even though the presant teachers 
testified that the = is primarily one for social problems and is non-factional and a cross-section of 
free speech, public opiħion and free public discussion, and believe in the fearless pursuits of the truth 
arrived at, on the basis of all available evidence to the end that each student may decide for himself. 

The distinction between education and agitation is that the educator undertakes to present 
ideas and leave the student with an open and elastic mind, while the agitator undertakes to make a partial 
presentation and to give the student a fixed conclusion with a closed inelastic mind. One witness, a sister 
of a boy who attended this College, testified that her brother was now an avowed Communist. That he was an 
average American boy before he attended this school. He does not now believe in a God, he believes in the 
Government of Red Russia, and a worker's Government and that is all he can talk about. This testimony 
substantiates our view that this school is agitational. a addition to this the record discloses that the 
professors and students pay a great deal of attention to aenuiese and are very much in presence where 
trouble or disorder is going on. Their, first adventure of this kind wag satia to our attention about 


three years ago during their excursion by automobile to further agitate the coal field strikes of Kentucky. 
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They have been in Eastern Arkansas fostering and agitating the trouble between the landlords and tenants; 
they have been in Fort Smith agitating and leading a strike against the F.E.R.A. relief wage scale, the 
result of all which is to stir up strife between classes. Due to these activities several students, 
professors and other persons connected with same have been jailed and some convicted of anarchy. 

The record is clear that there is a Socialistand Communist Faction on the campus. This. faction 
is claimed to be disconnected with the policy of the school and any action that the factions take outside 
of said dohoi in agitating dissension over the State is the individual action of each member participating 
and the school has nothing to do with same. ' 

The record is clear that the Socialistic and Commmistic factions of the, College are fostering 
the dissension in Eastern Arkansas between the landlords and tenants, and they are militant in advocating that 
the Landlord system is wrong, blames the landlord for certain conditions that they day exist, and that owner- 
ship of land should be associated with the use and occupancy. These factions have entered into what is known 
as "United Front Agreement" and under the terms of said agreement they foster the Southern Tenant Farmer's 
Union and revolutionary changes in our form of Government. It is reasonable to infer from the record that 
the said factions in the school: agitate and foster dissension where ever there may be an outbreak for the sole 
purpose of using such dissension as a vehicle in the aid of their general program to bring about a change in 
the social conditions of the workers and tenant farmers, with the ultimate aim of establishing 4. pove canent. 
according to their own views. According to letters that have been inserted in the record, the professors and 
audent are being assisted in this cause by, believers of the same faith located in various other states in 
this country, and have the financial, assistance of the American Civil Liberty Union and other such organizations. 

Communism teaches that all property should be confiscated without compensation by the state for the 
benefit of the workers; Communists deny the existence of a God, they are opposed to the churches, they advocate 
Social, economical and political equality among the races, all for the purpose of establishing a workers 
government in thts country as is now ruling Soviet Russia. | 

Some witnesses have testified about mixed nude bathing parties and other immorel conduct practised 


by the students and professors at this college all of which testimony is strongly denied by the students and 


professors. 


The agitators sent out from Commonwealth College are taking advantage of our tense economic 
condition at the present time in order to excite class hatred, breed racial friction and promote domestic 
violence. They plead for the ‘protection of Constitutional rights which they are seaking to destroy. 

Modern scientific and industrial progress has created new social and economic conditions. After 
all, a social aystem finds its final sanction in human happiness. .The depression that we are now going 
through speaks out in no uncertain words that therè is something wrong in our social and industrial system 
which calls for a study of causes, effects, and cures. No true American citizen should object to anyone 
advocating a change in the system in order to cure the cause if the change as advocated is to be made in a 
peaceful manner and in accordance with the true principles of a democratic government through the ballot. 
Free speech, free thought, free press, and free assemblage, are sacred principles held dear to the hearts 
of every true American citizen, for through the use of these principles, an appeal can be made to reason and 


public opinion. There is a sharp distinction, however, between the right to advocate a doctrine through an 


ia 


appeal to reason and public opinion, and the right to advocate such doctrines by force and violence

which will avahtuatay cause the various classes to damit an overt act and thereby cause violence and 


bloodshed, and then hide behind the daak of the constitutional right, of free speech. Whatever adate ina 


that is advocated should be sarria out in a peaceful manner through the ballot instead of by force and

violence. 


The testimony of the professors and students taken in this investigation fails to show that 
they are advocating a ohinga in the’ constituted government by force and violence, having denied ~ 
epectitcelty that they were so-doing.. Some are, however, committed to the Communist Theory, and their 
militant actions in fostering, leading and agitating dissension:by strikes, and otherwise over the State, 
are extremely radical and close to the border line. 

. We recommend that a close check be kept hereafter on the manner in which the principles they 
advocate are urged to be put into effect by the people, and if such teaching and principles tend» to incite 
the people to the overthrow of the present constituted government through violence and force, or may 


reasonably be expected to cause bloodshed, that they be prosecuted under the present criminal laws now 


in effect.
